Threshing Gets Under Way 


Scarcity of Labor Tying Up Threshing In 
Some Districts; 80 Per Cent of Oats and 
Other Coarse Grains in District Cut 


4.11 Inches of 
Rain in August 


With rain on 13 days, totalling 
4.71 inches, August was one of 
the three wettest in 31 years, 
according to the records com- 
piled by the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station at. Lacombe. . 

The wettest August was in 1916 
with 5.22 inches of rain, followed 
by 1926 with 5.02 inches. For the 
first eight months in 1938 the 
total precipitation has been 13.69 
inches. This includes 19 inches 
of snow, which is estimated on 
a basis of 10° inches of snow 
equals 1 inch of rain. The 31- 
year average precipitation, Janu- 
ary. to August inclusive is 
13.91 inches: Thus with the wet 
August, 1938 is only about a 
quarter of. an inch below the ave- 
rage precipitation. — 

Very Dry June 

Unfortunately June, our best 
growing month, was unusually 
dry, with only 1.70 inches as 
compared with 8.49 inches in the 
famous crop year of 1915, and a 
31-year average of 3.40 inches. 
The August rains which started 
on August 4 were too late to 
bring much improvement to the 
wheat crop or early barley and 
oats, but late barley and oats, and 
oats for greenfeed, will benefit. 
Fall pastures were seldom if ever 
better and livestock will go to 
market or into the winter heav- 
ily fleshed.

Government Reports on 
Local Farm Production 


The annual report of the De-# 


partment of Agriculture for the 
year 1937, dealing with develop- 
ments in farm questions for that 
year, has been recently released. 
Lacombe district, with frank 
discussion on the problems fac- 
ing farmers in different lines and 
with reports on the condition 
of cattle, horses, etc., occupies 
three pages of the large report. 


Taken on the whole, the report 
shows that, for the year 1937, the 
Lacombe district harvested a be- 
low average crop, with wheat 
yields for the entire vicinity es- 
timated at 10 bushels to the acre; 
oats 35, and barley 28; “the de- 
mand for commercial horses of 
good quality continues high,” al- 
though slightly below that of the 
preceding year (1936); that fall 
production of dairy products was 
unusually well sustained as a re- 
sult of excellent fall pasturage; 
that the growth of sheep raising 
proceeds very slowly, but stead- 
ily; and that the Junior Grain 
and Livestock Clubs of the dis- 
trict enjoyed only a fairly suc- 
cessful year. 

Production of Beef Cattle 

Referring to the production of 
beef cattle here, the report reads 
in part: “The breeding and feed- 
ing of beef cattle is at a rather 


low point in this district at pres- 
ent. Past experiences of the 
feeding lots have not always been 
happy « . we would estimate 
the number of commercial cattle 
in feed lots at this date would not 
greatly exceed half of the num- 
ber two years ago.” 

Last year, the report states, the 
sow breedings were definitely 
lower: than the previous year. 
“Spring farrowed pigs were 
short fedvyowing to the price and 
scarcity of barley. The swine- 
barley relationship being some- 
what better this fall (1937), an 
upwacd trend is in evidence.” 


The report goes on to give the 
different’ conditions prevailing 
among the livestock of the dis- 
trict. Reporting on the field 
crops, the report reads: “The 
Municipal Districts of Crown, 
Lorne and Golden West were or- 
ganized under the Forage Seed 
Policy, with a total of 150 far- 
mers receiying seed. Alfalfa and 
sweet clover were most popular. 

. In addition to this policy, 
large amounts of grass and clover 
seed were distributed by  indi- 
viduals. Yields of grass 
seed were somewhat lower this 
year, although many farmers had 
satisfactory yields.” 


* Threshing has started in every 


district adjacent to Lacombe, 
according. to information — re- 
ceived from various grain buy- 
ers throughout this district, al- 
though it will not be general un- 
til the first of next week. Ideal 
weather prevails to aid the far- 
mers in harvesting. Wheat is 
being moved at most elevators in 
the district, with gradings of 1 
and 2 C.W. Garnet.and 2 and 3 
Northern, common. Wheat this 
year is remarkably clean, reports 
state. Cutting of coarser grains 
is almost completed, with only 
isolated fields still standing. 
Labor Shortage 
Farmers are finding increasing 
trouble obtaining men to aid in 
threshing operations. Machines 
are being held up through a 
shortage of labor, and men are 
at a premium. With threshing 
not yet completed in the south 
and in Saskatchewan, it is expect- 
ed that men will be hard to get 


for the next two. weeks... There. 


are over 120 threshing machines 
within the Municipal District of 
Crown alone, but:it is believed 
not many more than half of these 
will be operating, due to the 
shortage of labor. The wages 
paid this year are about the 
same as those of last year, $2.50 
per day heing the average wage.

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A Setback to Justice 


‘HE merciless knife of the “firing squad” of 
the Provincial Government has fallen again, 
and with its fall another head has been decapi- 
tated and another vacancy opened in the group 
of men who receive their salary cheques from the 
taxpayers of Alberta, A. H. Gibson, K.C., former 
police magistrate of Edmonton, has been “fired” 
by the Aberhart Government by virtue of an 
order-ini-@6uncil passed by the cabinet recently, No 
valid reason for his dismissal was given, although 
- hints as to the “honesty” and “integrity” that the 
office of police magistrate demands were made 
by Premier Aberhart in a statement which he 
issued to the Edmonton Journal in response to the 
former miagistrate’s explanation to that same 
daily paper. 

The statement from the Premier, however, 
contained no reason for the abrupt dismissal, It 
was primarily abusive in character and, neither 
denied nor confirmed the accusations made by the 
respected former police magistrate. It ridiculed 
the “fired” individual’s report and insulted the 
Edmonton Journal for printing it. 

But the substance of the firing seems to be 
an attempt to place the law courts of this province 
under political control. A magistrate must think 
twice before declaring a person guilty because of 
the prisoner’s possible political creed. That is 
nothing but a black eye for the law of the prov- 
ince, For years, Premier Aberhart has been de- 
manding fair play in his so-called fight for a 
theoretical belief, but the manner in which he has 
ruthlessly fired’ competent and trusted civil -ser- 
vants is anything but fair play—it is rank injustice. 


Pegged Prices and Tariffs 
Pye MITCHELL HEPBURN, that fire- 

brand of the Liberal’ party, continues his 
attacks on the Federal Government for its action 
in pegging the price of Western Canadian wheat. 
He asks, in effect, “Why should Eastern Canada 
be forced to pay its share in order to make up 
a deficit which this pegged price will undoubtedly 
show?” Western Canadians may well counter 
this question with another—*Why should Western 
Canada pay tore for its manufactured goods just 
because Eastern Canada demands protection in 
the form of high tariffs and subsidies?” 


Both these questions originate from a_ too 
narrow view point of Canada’s economic prob- 
lems. Eastern Canada has always received, just 
as it is receiving today, protective tariffs and 
government subsidies to keep their manufactur- 
ing centers going; Western Canada, outside of the 
pegged price of wheat, has received little or no 
consideration in the past. The Canadian wheat 
Board, by pegging the price of wheat, has given 
the primary producers of the West a_ helping 
hand; a hand which they well deserve. 

Citizens of Western Canada idly wonder what 
Premier Milchell Hepburn would have to say if 
the high tariffs on automobiles, tobaccos and 
machinery were lifted by the Federal Government. 


August in England 


(From the Christian Science Monitor) 


Brow the British rearmament program got 
under way, ominous reports came out of 
England that the people had become crisis-con- 
scious, like the French. Now that is a thing of 
the past. British phlegm has reasserted itself, 
that phlegm which, according an an envious 
Frenchman, helps the British to overcome crises 
because they don’t know there has been a crisis 
till it is. all over. 

Take, for example, these particular ides of 
August, when peace is supposedly hanging by a 
thread. Walter Lippmann in his dispatches from 
Europe gives the impression that a sneeze at the 
wrong. time might upset the applecart irretriev- 
ably. Yet England seems superbly unaware that 
it must take care of its breathing in these hair- 
breadth days. Cricket is in full swing. On the 
sreensward the people are playing and watching 
that game so incomprehensible to‘ non-Britons. 

It so happens that the only Armageddon to 
absorb England is the cricket test between Eng- 
land and Australia. The games have already been 
decided in favor of Australia, but the fifth match 
has held popular interest just as if the rubber 
were still at stake. For the game has yielded 
several records, including one by a 22-year-old 
Yorkshireman, who has compiled the highest 
score of all time. From John O’Groats to Land’s 
End, he has been acclaimed hero, and the war 
scares have been banished to the inside pages. 

August may be a dangerous month, but not to 
the British. To them it is a month dedicated to 
holiday-making and le sport. This is a distinct 
service to statesmanship. Wise decisions can be 
attained only in an atmosphere of public calm.

otoriously smart; they know how to 
wear their clothes, even the beggars wear their 
rags with distinction. The cream of French society 
assembled to greet our Queen, and the report 
reads, “they were surprised.” But I don’t think 
Britishers were a bit surpriseds the Queen always 
seems to do the right thing, at the right time, in 
the right way. 

Queen Elizabeth has not the fashionable slim 
figure, she is only of average height, her hair is 
not cut, nor piled up on her head like a bunch of 
wieners, her eye-brows are not plucked nor her 
cheeks rouged, yet, in this smart group the Queen 
stood out, by reason of her elegance, quiet dignity 
and “rightness.” Rather an achievement, one must 
admit. Each picture shows her the embodiment 
of daintiness and charm, Through the death of 
her Mother her choice of colors’ was severely 
limited, yet she rung the changes in some subtle 
manner that made each white ensemble perfect, 
and‘ different. 

How would you dress if you were a Queen? 
If you were too smart you would be as open to 
criticism as if you were too dowdy. Her dresses 
were a little longer than most of the ladies sur- 
rounding her, yet perhaps it was this small] item 
that lent her a little height, and emphasized her 
small, dainty feet, always beautifully shod. Her 
hats, though large, were such that the crowd 
could always with comfort see her face, as after 
all she knew she was on show! 

I do believe that the Queen’s gift in dressing 
is that she can see herself as others see her, and 
want to see her, Not a clothes horse on which 
to hang fashion’s “Jatest extravaganza, She dresses 
herself in what suits her, and is suitable to her, 
and her station and the occasion when the confec- 
tion will be worn. The Queen adds to this suita- 
bility, which would be dowdy if untouched, her 
artistic sense, and any new fashion which can be 
successfully introduced. 


When one reads of Lady Mendl, who is nearly 


eighty, arriving to meet the Queen in the latest 


Paris model topped with a head of hair dyed 
green, we can thank our stars for the sanity and 
level-headedness of our beloved young Scottish 
Queen. She celebrated her thirty-eighth birthday 


- in August, and she does not try to hide one year 


by girlish fallals, but does, in fact, look younger 
by her very scorning of artificial aids. 

On her birthday a tribute was paid her in a 
daily paper headed “The Queen, God Bless Her,” 
written by that young author, Beverly Nichols, 
whom I have a penchant for quoting. It was so 
simple, sincere and young that it “sounded like 
one contemporary speaking of another. I must 
quote a little bit, “. . . when we suddenly realized 
that she was Queen we were a bewildered nation, 
split by faction, distracted by rumour. We should 
not have been human if our eyes had not turned 
over and over again to the retreating figure of 
the Duke of Windsor. He had to use the meta- 
phor of the theatre, all the sympathy, all the 
glamour, all the best lines, and a}l the best situa- 
tions. All that is over now, and we have woken 
up to the fact that in our King and Queen we 
have gained more glamour than we have lost. It 
is not a trite journalistic phrase to say that we 
love her.” 

All of us must look back with a feeling of 
gratitude to the able way she took the great bur- 
den of Queenship on her shoulders, and carried 
on in a difficult post which was certainly not of 
her seeking. 

When her Mother, who was helpmate as well, 
died, her respite from public duties was curtailed 
to the very minimum, yet her smile was just as 
brilliant, her attention to detail unfailing. 

I believe only a Scotchwoman could have 
made such a success of the trying job of being 
a Queen at such an awkward time! 

The innovations at the Palace have reversed 
many traditions, for instance, an ordinary dance 
orchestra was hired for a state ball instead of 
the usual more sedate Guards’ band providing the 
music. This must have made some of the die- 
hards gasp, but the Queen has such a pretty dig- 
nity of her own, that I am sure the ball lost none 
of its stateliness. 

Her obvious affection for Queen Mary, her 
love of her family endear her to all; she is the 
shining example to all Britishers of loving Mother 
and loyal Wife. An American paper printed an 
article this Spring trying to prove that there was 
rivalry between the Queen and the Duchess of 
Kent for the leadership of fashion. Of anything 
more ridiculous it is hard to think! The Queen 
knows no set fashion, yet she guides the trend 
thereof. Anything she admires or buys, at once 
has a vogue. The two little Princesses’ clothes 
are copied by the whole world. She is as modern 
as this morning’s newspaper, yet common sense 
tempers her judgment, She is one of the greatest 
possessions this great empire has, so, let us, with 
Beverly Nichols, toast “The Queen—-God Bless 
Her!”

The World of Wheat 


By MAJOR H. L. STRANGE 


Alberta farmers in certain 
large areas need badly a new 
variety of wheat that will be as 
early as Garnet, 
possess the high ‘qualities of 
Marquis. 

The University of’ Alberta, the 
Dominion Experimental Farms at 
Lacombe, Lethbridge and Beaver- 
lodge, and the Provincial Schools 
of Agriculture at Olds and Ver- 
milion are working steadily on 
this problem, but they now need 
the farmers’ help, for the much 
desired new variety will be pro- 
duced quicker if the plant breed- 
ers in this institutions can find 
out what farmers think of the 
varieties they are now using. 

The University of Alberta re- 
cently published bulletin No. 30, 
which deals with cereal crops. I 
recommend every farmer to write 
for a free copy of this excellent 
bulletin and then to fill in and 
mail the questionnaire on wheat 
that will be found therein. 

Those who have received the 
bulletin, but who have not yet 
filled in the questionnaire, 
should, I courteously suggest, do 
so, for the information that the 
farmers can supply, I am assured 
by Dr. Neatby of the University 
of Alberta, will most definitely 
help our plant breeders to pro- 
duce the high quality earlier 
variety of wheat now so badly 
needed. 


The following factorg have

Russia withdraws wheat of- 
fers; European political news is 
still unfavorable; Germany makes 
substantial purchases of Argen- 
tine corn, Canadian and Ruman- 
ian wheat; Italian wheat import 
requirements believed large and 
corn moderate; United Kingdom 
taking good quantities of Aus- 
tralian wheat; Adverse weather 
delays Russian harvest. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price:— 

New Argentine wheat offerings 
below present prices; Switzer- 
land increases wheat import 
duty; Australian wheat crop im- 
proves; High Balkan minimum 
wheat prices restrict sales to 
countries with available curren- 
cies; Argentine wheat, reserves 
may be larger than believed; Ru- 
manian wheat crop probably 24 
million above 1937. 
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Millet, Calgary to Banff and Cal- 
gary to Okotoks have been in- 
cluded in the “seal coat” pro- 


miles of gravel surfacing and 66. 


miles of grading, all forming part 
of the current season’s program, 

Given fair weather conditions, 
the-~program undertaken last 
spring and summer will be com- 
pleted shortly, according to offi- 
cials of the Public Works Depart- 
ment.

LESS DRASTIC THAN TEXAS 


An owner of an oil property in 
Texas capable of producing 6,000 
barrels a day, would be allowed 
to produce only 20 barrels a day. 

An owner of a well of the same 
size in Turner Valley would be 
allowed to produce more than 
100 times as much. 

This example shows how dras- 
tic are the proration regulations. 
Compared with Texas, the Tur- 
ner Valley producer is in a for- 
tunate position. 

was co-operation among 
producers, pipe lines, railways 
and refiners which brought about 


this result. Without it there 
would have ben confusion and 
chaos, disastrous to producers 


and consumers. 

In Western Canada, prices have 
been reduced to such an extent 
that if only the same quantities 
of products are consumed this 
year on the prairies as were 
consumed last year, farmers will 
save at least $5,500,000 on the 
purchase of their gasoline and 
tractor fuels.
